e's huge, and with his bald, tat- 
tooed skull, he sure isn’t pretty. 
Neither is the way Bam Bam 
Bigelow approaches the mat 
wars. He’s one of the ugliest 
customers that ever entered the 
World Wrestling Federation ring. 

Bam Bam Bigelow is a vicious brute. 
There’s no other way to say it. Worse, he 
Glories in the fact. Bigelow has readily 
admitted that he really likes to beat the 
blazes out of people, especially when he 
has them so banged up that they aren't 
able to defend themselves. 

Actually, few of his opponents are 
able to defend against Bam Bam's on- 
slaughts. The man is a human tank who 
overwhelms his opponents with sheer 
power, size and brutality. 

That is apparently the way it has 
been for Bam Bam throughout his adult 
life. Word is that he has worked as a bar 
bouncer and as a professional bounty 
hunter. In each of these occupations he 
was considered to be one of the most 
ruthless men in the trade. 

Bam Bam often brags that he has 
always had the best of jobs. “I like to 
beat up on people,” he snarls. “Lucky 
me, I've always been able to get paid 
for doing it. And in the World Wrestling 
Federation, | get paid really big bucks 


just for slapping punks around. | think 
that it’s the best of all worlds.” 

Bam Bam is especially hard on young 
rookies who take a chance and face him 
in desperate hope of doing well—or 
even scoring a win by some stroke of 
luck—and proving themselves. In such 
cases, Bigelow has a field day. He rou- 
tinely prolongs the match long after he 
is capable of getting a pin just so he 
can inflict more punishment. He has put 
several opponents in the hospital in this 
way, and many a rookie has hung up his 
tights after being battered by Bam Bam. 

As for veteran superstars, they know 
that any match with Bigelow could be 
career-ending. However, this attitude also 
works against Bam Bam. No smart wres- 
fler ever goes into the ring against him 
without intense preparation and a readi- 
ness to be as ruthless as Bigelow. Super- 
stars who normally try to wrestle by the 
rulebook end up going for the jugular 
against Bam Bam, because that is exact- 
ly what he does to them. 

Be that as it may, Bam Bam Bigelow 
is one of the most feared and threaten- 
ing presences in the World Wrestling 
Federation. Other wrestlers—no matter 
how successful—will never rest easy as 
long as he prowls the squared circle. WF

obody ever thought Jimmy “Mouth 
of the South” Hart had compassion.

Beefcake and Hogan, known as the Mega- 
Maniacs, hired Jimmy as their manager. Jimmy 
says life has taken on an entirely new dimen- 
sion. He is a man who is dedicated to his team. 
He is also a man dedicated to helping others, 
specifically the underprivileged and the ill. We 
interviewed Jimmy at Morrisound Recording 
Studio in Tampa, Florida, where he was laying 
down musical tracks for an upcoming song.

Jimmy: Well, | first got into music when | 
sang in the rock band the Gentrys. Our biggest 
single was Keep on Dancin’, and we even 
toured for a spell in the late ‘60s. Then, King 
Jerry Lawler—who cohosts Superstars every 
week—helped me get into wrestling as a 
manager. | started in Memphis and managed 
some of the best athletes in the world before 
coming to the Federation. Instead of merely 
great athletes, | began to manage superstars, 
guys who were known all over the world. I’ve 
been here ever since. But | haven't lost track of 
my musical roots. It's still « big part of my life. 
You know, few people are aware of this, but

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SHAWN MICHAELS vs TATANKA

Shawn Michaels came to defend his Intercontinental 
Championship with a new weapon: the wild-haired, 
leather-clad Luna Vachon.

After enduring two modified victory rolls 
from the champion, Tatanka rallied back, actually catching 
Shawn in mid-air during a dropkick attempt and catapulting 
him into the corner. 

Soon the ring was too small to contain these furious ath- 
letes. As they battled outside the ring, Michaels sensed he was 
going to be counted out and opted to pull the referee to ring- 
side. The result was an instant disqualification. 

However, the turbulence did not subside. After the bell, Luna 
unleashed her rage on Sherri, clotheslining, bodyslammin 
and kicking her and later continuing the assault at the first ai 
station in a different part of Caesars Palace. 

lt would be one of several sneak attacks on WrestleMania

s a harbinger of things to come, the Undertaker arrived 

Ng his duel to the death in a funeral chariot, accompa- 

nied by a vulture. In the ring, the nearly 8-foottall Giant 
Gonzalez looked out at his foe, intending to entomb him. 

The Undertaker seemed to call upon the souls of his dearly 
departed to assist him in giving the Giant his last rites. When 
Gonzalez pounded the Pale Destroyer to one knee, the Under- 
taker came back with uppercuts, rocking the most menacing 
athlete in the World Wrestling Federation. Then the Undertaker 
climbed to the second rope—raising himself higher than his 
foe—to deliver a vicious choke. To add to the surreal mood, 
the Grim Reaper of wrestling walked across the top rope be- 
fore lowering an elbow onto the Giant. 
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But Gonzalez thrived outside the ring. After executing a se- 
ties of chops, the Living Myth of the Andes tossed the Weer 
taker into the steel ring steps, knocking them over. 

It was only fiough the power of the Undertaker’s urn that 
he recovered. As manager Paul Bearer displayed the mysteri- 
ous object, the Undertaker re-entered the ring. 

However, Gonzalez’ manager Harvey Wippleman had a 
devious and potentially lethal plot literally ticvad up his sleeve. 
He produced a handkerchief doused with some kind of seda- 
tive for the Giant to attempt to smother his foe. The chemical 
overtook the Undertaker. But, after being carted away on a 
stretcher by paramedics, he mysteriously returned to continue 
fighting with Gonzalez, who'd already been disqualified. 

As Macho Man Randy Savage noted, “You can’t kill a 
dead man.” And, as another match proved, there are two 
sides to every story.

A) the hands of the sadistic prankster Doink months earlier, 
@PCrush came to WrestleMania IX with vengeance on his 
mind. Before the bell even rang, he chased Doink around ring- 
side, pulled off his coat, Bdvecnnnied him on the cement floor 
and ran his head into the steel ringpost. 

But Doink showed that he wasn’t there to joke around. He 
stunned Crush with a piledriver and exhibited exceptional 
strength and ring skills. 

Yet something seemed odd about Doink’s game plan. 
Whenever he got into trouble, he started to crawl under the 
Ne as if he were searching for some secret weapon. 

he pieces of the puzzle began to fit together after the refer- 
ee was knocked out in a collision. As Crush snapped up Doink 
in the Cranium Crush, a second Doink appeared, smashing 
Crush with a lead-illed prosthesis—the same device used on 
Crush in the original attack. 
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Crush fell to the mat unconscious as one of the Doinks cov- 
ered him for the pin and the other retreated beneath the ring. 
When a second official came down to ringside to dispute the 
decision, apparently the imposter had vanished quicker than a 
David Copperfield illusion. 

It was not the only moment in which a popular superstar 
was outwitted at WrestleMania IX. But—you guessed it—we’re 
getting ahead of ourselves...

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Then he administered one of his own, aware that Perfect’s feet 
were wedged against the ring ropes. Consumed by the intensi- 
ty of mat warfare, the arbiter only noticed Perfect’s shoulders 
while counting to three. 

To add insult to injury, Luger blasted Perfect after the bell, 
dropping him with a running forearm to the chin. From our 
vantage point, the staff of World Wrestling Federation Maga- 
zine was incredulous that a single forearm could knock out a 
rugged competitor of Mr. Perfect’s caliber.

WHAT IT TAKES TO BE KING OF THE RING

ragging rights. When a man decisively displays his superiority over another, he earns the 
B right to brag. When he dominates 16 of the finest men in his field, he owns the right to brag. 
Welcome to the King of the Ring tournament, a World Wrestling Federation pay-per-view extrav- 
aganza to be broadcast live from Dayton, Ohio’s Nutter Center on Sunday, June 13. It’s a contest 
that brings the concept of bragging rights to an unprecedented level. After battling his way from 
one round of the tourney to the next, the victor enjoys the luxury of looking over his shoulder at 
15 broken bodies and declaring that he, indeed, is King of the Ring. 
“When you wear a title belt, it means one thing. When you're King of the Ring, it means an- 
other,” explains Macho Man Randy Savage, the only wrestler to have ever held the World 
Wrestling Federation Championship and the King of the Ring crown.

-— “Yeaah. The 
championship is something tangible all 
right, something visible, a symbol for 
all the world to see that you are really 


on top of the mountain. The King of the 
Ring is more personal. It’s really be- 
tween you and the other wrestlers. Ev- 
erybody’s always walking around say- 
ing that he’s the real king of the World 
Wrestling Federation. It doesn’t matter 
who the champion is. Every wrestler 
will tell you that, pound for pound, 
he’s the king. Well, the King of the 
Ring is a chance to put your money 
where your mouth is. If you think 
you're so great, you have one night 
to step into the ring and prove it.” 
What makes the King of the Ring 
matchups so interesting is that the 
participants don’t really know 
whom they'll be facing as the tour- 
nament thunders along. 

“It’s like a roll of the dice,” says 
Hacksaw Jim Duggan, another former 
King of the Ring winner. “If you win the 
first round and your best friend or tag 


team partner wins his first match, it’s 
more than likely that you'll be put in 
the ring with him for the second 
round. You’d be amazed at how quick- 
ly your best friend can become your 
worst enemy when both of you are 
fighting to be called King of the Ring.” 
As World Wrestling Federation spec- 
taculars go, the King of the Ring tourna- 
ment has been compared to the Royal 
Rumble, in that it’s difficult to calculate 
which men will actually end up tan- 
gling between the ropes. Savage, how- 
ever, believes that King of the Ring offers 
a greater one-on-one challenge. “In the 
Royal Rumble, there are 30 men in the 
ring, and bodies flying all over the 
place,” says the Macho Man. “Just 
when you lock up with a guy and are 
really getting into it, somebody comes 
over and butts in. That means you 
don’t always get a chance to finish

what you started. In King of the Ring, it’s 
just you and the other guy, one-on-one, 
giving it your all until it’s all over.” 

One person with a particularly keen 
eye on King of the Ring is the World 
Wrestling Federation Champion. 
Throughout wrestling history, the 
proclamation of a competitor as King 
of the Ring—complete with pomp and 
ceremony—has meant his instant as- 
cension in the rankings. It means a 
chance for a title shot. 

“You have to be very careful defend- 
ing the belt against the King of the 
Ring because he has momentum on his 
side,” says Bret “Hit Man” Hart, who 
participated in several King of the Ring 
tournaments throughout the years. 
“When the King of the Ring walks into 
the dressing room, the other wrestlers 
step back and check him out really 
good. He thinks he’s the best, and his 
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I believe that becoming the King of the | 


Ring means that the spirits have come 
down from above and anointed you. All 
of the powers of the World Wrestling 
Federation rest within your being—the 


power to demolish, the power to conquer | 


and the power to rule. 


Fear. I think that being King of the Ring 
means fear. All of the other wrestlers in 
the World Wrestling Federation fear you 


because they know that it’s inevitable | 


that you'll destroy them in the ring. The 
man who ears the right to be called the 
King of the Ring can bury a man not only 
with his power but with his reputation. 


It means that you're the best. When the 
annals of wrestling are written, it will be 
your name on top, then a line, then 
everybody else’s. It’s something that tran- 
scends wrestling because if you're gifted 
enough—and believe me, I am—to be 
King of the Ring, you're gifted enough to 
be a king at life. 


King of the Ring win makes him believe 
it. When you defend the champi- 
onship against him, you’re defending 
against a wrestler at the peak of his ca- 
reer, It does not matter how tired you 
are from your other title defenses. If 
you're not at the top of your game, 
the King of the Ring has a better shot 
at knocking you off than any other 
man in the Federation.” 

Regardless of what victory leads 
to, the King of the Ring coronation | 
is a way for a wrestler to etch a per- | 
manent place for himself on 
wrestling’s exclusive list of leg- 
ends. That’s a distinction every 
competitor desires, and lately the 
tournament has been the talk of the 
dressing room. 

“The bragging has started already,” 
points out Savage, “but I would say 
that it’s a little premature. All you need 


is a set of strong vocal 

chords if you wanna brag. But you 
need strength, skill, ruggedness and 
sheer heart to be King of the Ring.” W’

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Backlund routinely lugs a juice processor with him when he is on 
the road. I's not just because he likes carrot juice. I's because he does 
all he can to eat and drink the right stuff for a healthy lifestyle. Afier all, 
as the old saying goes, you are what you eat. 

As far as living right goes, Backlund is Mr. Clean, but he’s not 
alone. He typifies the World Wrestling Federation athletes who go all 
out fo ensure their lifestyle keeps them in tiptop shape on the inside as 
well as the outside. And eating right is a big part of it. 

World Wrestling Federation Magazine caught up with Backlund to 
ask him what it takes to promote good health the natural way, 

‘I've been drinking vegetable and fruit juices for some time,” Back- 
lund said, as he lifted his cup. “Carrot juice is my favorite for obvious 
reasons. Carrots have an abundance of vitamins. They also have beta: 
carotene, which is a precursor to vitamin A and has even been proved 
to prevent some forms of cancer. 

Having said that mouthful, Backlund took another drink from the 
cup. “Here's to you guys at the magazine," he toasted. 

Backlund and his Federation counterparts are some of the most ath- 
letically and genetically gifted individuals in all of athletics. They pos: 
sess amazing agility, strength, athleticism and combat skills. These su- 
perstars, such as the Narcissist Lex Luger, Brutus "The Barber’ Beefcake

and Hulk Hogan, maintain the best physiques on the planet and do so 
without any synthetic ergogenic aids, particularly anabolic steroids, hu- 
man growth hormones, beta-agonists (Clenbuterol) or diuretics. 

The World Wresiling Federation and its superstars realize that pre- 
scription drugs and certain other chemicals are meant for treating illness 
and not for preparation for the ring. Testimony to that belief is the fact 
that the World Wrestling Federation tests its athletes for illegal sub- 
stances. In July 1991 the Federation—on its own initiative—began to 
lest for anabolic agents as part of its extensive drugtesting policy, a 
protocol that also includes every Class lll compound. Today the Federa- 
tion is the only sports organization of its kind that has such a strict policy 
regarding chemical substances. 

Knowing they must measure up creates an esprit de corps among 
the superstars. They all know that they can't take shortcuts to enhance 
their physiques or athletic performance. 

The bottom line is that the superstars in the World Wrestling Federa- 
Whether it's Bob Backlund, Virgil, Lex Luger or any of the World Wrestling 
Federation superstars, they all have something in common, and that is 
following a healthy nutritional lifestyle. 
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tion do things the oldfashioned way: They sweat and grunt with mon- 
strous poundages in the gym. They spend hours on the mat in order to 
sharpen their wrestling skills and use the remainder of the time in gruel 
ing aerobic sessions to pare off unwanted body fat. Furthermore, to 
augment their muscle gains and athletic performance, most superstars 
also adhere to some sort of specialized dietary regimen and supple: 
mentation program, including the products contained in ICOPRO's Ther 
micForce™ Fatloss Kit and the Nine Week Bodybuilding Program. 
Backlund has always recognized that nutrition and sports perform
